The biggest issue at the 
Democratic National Convention in 
New York City was representation 
of women at: the 1980 convention, 
according to Upalnder Chris 
McVittie, who was one of three 
delegates from San Gabriel - 
Pomona Valley. 

Mrs. MecVittie said she 
‘‘personally supports’’ the 
compromise which indicated the 
importance of women’s 
participation rather than setting 
quota system requiring that 50 per 
cent of delegates in 1980 be women. 

‘I don’t like arbitrary quotas. As 
long as the Democratic Party is 
aware women want to be involved, 
that will do it,’’ commented Mrs. 
McVittie who feels she was chosen 
as a delegate partly because ‘“‘they 
needed women.” 

She said her appointment was 
practically automatic because she 
coordinated Brown's presidential 
caucus in the West End and added, 
“I found it a very, very exciting 
experience to be there when they 
were choosing the presidential 
candidate especially since I wasn’t 
born in this country.”’ Mrs. McVittie 
was born in Argentina and came to 
the United States in 1963. 

Most of the issues, including the 
Democratic Party nominee, were 
really decided before the 
convention, siad Mrs. McVittie who 
was a member of the delegation 
supporting California Governor 
‘‘Jerry’’ Brown for the presidential 
nomination. 

As one of several Brown 
delegation whips, her job was to 
convince 20-25 Jimmy Carter 
delegates to vote for Brown. Since it 
was already ‘‘all over at that point,” 
she said, she imply introduced 
herself to the Carter delegates. 


“They were very nice, but I didn’t ° 


try to push anything. If Brown had 
had a chance, I would really have 
talked,”’ she said. ‘ 

Brown delegates didn’t receive 
any negative reaction, probably 
“because we were not really any

threat,’ Mrs. McVittie said and 
noted former Governor Pat Brown 
considered his son as a winner since 
he had gained valuable national 
exposure and done well in the 
primaries he entered. 

“There’s plenty of time in the 
future,’’ she quoted the elder Brown 
as saying. 

The convention itself was “‘like a 
love-in’” since ‘‘no one wanted to 
hurt others’ feelings or cause 
problems,’’ said Mrs. McVittie. 

Carter made a big impression 
when he visited the California 
delegation, she said noting she had 
missed his visit. But Mrs. McVittie 
has bought several books about 
Carter and plans to campaign for 
him. 

Mrs. MeVittie. enjoyed 
campainging for Brown far more 
than she does for her husband, Bill, 
who is running for re-election to the 
65th District Assembly seat. 

In campaigning for Brown she 
“didn’t get that personally involved 
and could relax more and enjoy it,” 
said Mrs. McVittie, noting, ‘“‘You 
can’t have a private life in a 
campaign.” 

McVittie earlier had commented 
it was a different — but healthy — 
experience to watch his wife in a 
political role at the convention, and 
added, ‘‘It’s good to reverse roles 
once in a while.” 

In her usual role as legislator’s 
wife, Mrs. McVittie ‘‘travels a lot, 
works at the (district) office, does 
campaign work, attends lots of 
meetings, and meets all kinds of 
people.” 

“It’s hard and on the other hand 
exciting,” she said and added her 
favorite part is the process of 
formulating new legislation. Mrs. 
McVittie studied law for several 
years in Argentina and the United 
States and then assisted her husband 
in his law practice. 

The main problem with the 
political life is the amount of 
traveling, which can sometimes 
become tiresome, she said and 
commented, ‘‘Right now the airport

Upland City Council Monday night 
approved construction of a third fire 
station and directed the city staff to 
investigate the possibility of a 
federal grant to finance the project. 
The majority of the council, noting 
the eventual need for a permanent 
living structure, approved seeking 
funds under the Public Works Bill 
for construction of both an engine 
room and dormitory. 

Fire Department officials had 
originally proposed building a new 
engine room at a cost of $30,000- 
$40,000 and remodeling an existing 
house to provide living quarters for 
fire employes. Remodeling costs 
are estimated at $5,000. 

Councilman Hal Bailin opposed 
the use of federal funds for a new 
living structure and commented, ‘‘It 
leaves me kind of cold to go full bore 
if ‘Uncle Sugar’ pays for it and be 
more prudent if we pay for it. Our 
job is to do what we need to do in the 
most cost effective way ... and save 
some money whether federal or 
ours.”’ 

The remainder of the council 
disputed Bailin’s contention that a 
remodeled house would be as good 
as a new facility and stated a new 
building would be needed 
eventually. 

Acquiring a federal grant would 
enable the city to ‘‘build a 
completely acceptable whole unit 
now” rather than leaving living 
quarters until later, commented 
Councilwoman Ina Petokas. 

Mayor pro tem John McCarthy 
said Upland would probably qualify 
for a 100 per cent public works grant 
since the majority of the $2 billion 
available will be designated for 
cities with unemployment rates 
higher than the national average of 
7.3 per cent. Unemployment rates in 
the West End approach 9-11 per 
cent, he said. 

Information on qualifying for the 
grants and conditions attached to 
use of the funds will not be availabie 
until early September, according to 
City Manager Lee Travers who said 
the staff would investigate the 
possibility of federal funding. 

The new station, to be located 
northeast of Benson Avenue and 13th 
Street, would provide fire protection 
to the residential section presently 
being developed and would allow the 
department to provide adequate 
coverage of the entire city, 
according to Fire Chief Leon 
Lamphear. 

In addition, he said, the third 
station would allow Upland to

establish full mutual aid with 
Montclair and Ontario so the closest 
engine would be dispatched to a fire 
regardless of city boundaries. 

Operation of the station would 
cost approximately $90,000 during 
the first half of 1977 and would be 
funded through revenue-sharing 
funds and funds from increased 
assessed valuation higher than 
anticipated by the city, according to 
Travers. 

If development in the northwest 
section continues at its present rate, 
within six years the increased 
assessed valuation on homes served 
by the station should be enough to 
meet all operating costs, he said. 

In other actions Monday night the 
council: 

— Approved Master-Bilt Chain 
Link Fence Co of Bellflower a $4,379 
contract to install a six-foot fence to 
protect San Antonio Park Reservoir 
from motorcyclists and vehicles 
driving on top of the underground 
facility. 

The fence will be extended higher 
when tennis courts are established 
on the reservoir top. 

— Approved a rate hike for Paul’s 
Yellow Cab Co. Inc. which would 
increase the rate from 20 cents for 
each additional one-fourth mile to 20 
cents for each additional one-fifth 
mile, effective Sept. 1. The increase 
will provide a 7.7 per cent increase 
to ‘offset costs and restore profit’” 
and will allow employes a 10.8 per 
cent increase to offset the costof 
living, according to Gene R:; 
Stalians, president of the company. 

— Indicated support for a three- 
year special assessment from cities 
to fund a new building for the 
California League of Cities. 
Upland’s share would be $3,870. 


Water use tops - 
510 million gals. 


Upland Water Department 
delivered more than 510 million 
gallons of water in June, the largest 
delivery of water ever recorded in 
the city. 

The June water total is enough to 
cover the area between Euclid and 
Mountain avenues and Foothill 
Boulevard to 22nd Street with one 
foot of water, according to a 
department report. 

The 510 million gallons equals 449 
gallons per person per day and is 
enough to fill Upland’s new 
reservoir 51 times.

Minicourses put 
school in summer 


* For the second year, the 
Staff and faculty of Valen- 
ia elementary school has 
offered its ‘‘minicourse”’ 
program for summer school 
to the children of Upland. 

Planning begins in March 
On the twenty-eight areas of 
instruction to be offered 
pupils from  post- 
‘kindergarten through sixth 
grade. 

At the primary level, a 
self-contained program is 
available to children below 
the third grade level, 
stressing beginning and 
basic reading skills, listen- 
ing and perceptual skills, 
motor development, writing 
and math. Experience in 
music, art and creative 
writing is also provided. 

For children in the in- 
termediate grades, twenty- 
six minicourses are 
available. 
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To complete a full course 
of study, four hours per day 
for the five-week session, 
the student is required to 
register for a minimum of 
eight courses. 


Courses emphasizing 
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basic academic skills for 
the most part last the full 
five weeks and are usually 
in session for an hour each 
day. Some of the courses in 
the above category are typ- 
ing, German, Spanish, 
math, science and drama.

The Upland SAGE installation is 
part of. a three-year solar research 
project being conducted jointly by 
Southern California Gas Co., the 
federal Energy Research and 
Development Administration, the 
National Science Foundation and 
the Federal Energy Administration. 

SAGE researchers are seeking to 
develop and perfect an economical 
solar water heating system for mul- 
tifamily residences. They are also 
investigating the business oppor- 
tunities for SAGE systems, in- 
cluding how residential developers 
can be encouraged to adapt these 


systems to their projects. 

Last summer a similar SAGE 
system was connected to the central 
water heating system of an existing 
apartment building in Orange Coun- 
ty. Unlike that installation, the 
Upland system was integrated into 
the apartments while they were still 
being built. 

Each collector panel at Upland is 
a three- by six-foot aluminum tray 
— six inches deep — covered with a 
single pane of glass. Beneath the 
glass is a steel absorber plate to 
which has been bonded a system of 
copper tube waterways. The plate 
has a black chrome coating which 
improves its ability to absorb the 
sun’s energy.

Avoid 
the use of ice in drinks — it 
may have been made from 
contaminated water, and 
there is not enough alcohol 
in mixed drinks to kill the 
bacteria.

effective treatment, 
including antibiotics to 
control the infection. In 
some cases, surgery may be 
necessary to eliminate the 
stones or to reroute the tube 
and bypass the obstruction. 

A long period of 
treatment may be required. 
Once the blockage is 
cleared, your veterinarian 
may also suggest changes in 
your cat’s diet. Perhaps

Metrics — Many of us 
hear the word and shudder. 
And, why not...we all tend 
to be a little afraid of things 
we don’t understand, and 
for most Americans, the 
metric system falls into 
that misunderstood 
category. Hope economists 
advise that we really don’t 
have a good reason to be 
frightened. 

Metric is just another 
way to weigh and measure 
amounts...only in a more 
precise and = easily 
understood manner by 
simply using multiples of 
10. In fact, we use it every 
day in dealing with money 
— pennies, dimes, dollars 
and 10 dollar bills. In 
visualizing it this way, 
pennies represent 
millimeters (mm), dimes 
are centimeters(cm), 
dollars are decimeters 
(dm), and 10s are meters 
(m). 

The metric system has 
already slipped into our dai- 
ly lives without many of us 
noticing it. Prescription 
drugs and pharmaceuticals 
are prime examples that 
carry the cc marking, 
meaning dubic cubic cen- 
timeters and representing 
volume. Vitamin labels 
break down their contents 
for us in milligrams (mg); 
film for home movies com- 


es in a variety of 
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great. The dressing can be a whole new adventure by suing 
sour cream and cheddar cheese, Add some slivered almonds

Don’t be afraid of metrics 


millimeters (mm); and of 
course, energy- conscious 
Americans are very 
familiar with the term 
kilowatt. 

Actually, it’s not 
necessary to learn the 
complete metric system in 
order to use it in everyday 
life. Those who are not 
engaged in scientific or 
technical work can go 
through life quite happily 
with the meter, centimeter, 
millimeter and kilometer 
for length; the gram and 
kilogram for weight; and 
the liter and milliliter for 
volume. 

But, for the average 
homemaker concerned 
about shopping, cooking, 
sewing, and everything else 
involved in running her 
home — what will a change 
to metric measurements 
mean? Well, the move 
toward metric has already 
touched our kitchens; look 
at the packaged:foods in the 
pantry and on the grocery

shelves. Most are already 
using dual meas- 
urements...listing the 
contents in metric as well 
as customary units. Some 
soft drinks are now 
available in liter bottles. 
And you'll probably notice 
when you go shopping for a 
new measuring cup that it, 
too, will carry metric 
measurements along with 
the customary mea- 


surements. Some of the 
weather forecasters now 
give us tomorrow’s 
temperatures in both the 
familiar Fahrenheit and the 
new Celsius readings. 
Home economists say that 
metric cookbooks are 
appearing on the market. 
Most sewing patterns and 
many tape measures are 
already available using the 
dual measurements. So, 


to the fruit — my, my but it is good. 


metric measurements are 
around us everywhere and 
we’ll be seeing even more in 
the coming years. 
Although we won't have 
to go metric tomorrow, the 
change is already underway 
in America. Conversion will 
be gradual. Customary and 
metric systems will exist 
side by side until the late 
1980’s, so we’ll have plenty 
of time to get used to it.
